For the first time since the insur 
gent Republicans broke away from the 
regulars in the fight on the petroleum 
duty in the Payne tariff bill in 1909, 
the Republicans of the house present­ 
ed practically a solid front against the 
passage of a tariff revision measure.

Powerless 
and 
unable to scream 
through fear, Samantha 
Cox, 
eight 
years old, watched William Greadwell, 
thirty-nine years old, a boarder, bru­ 
tally murder with a double-bladed axo 
her grandmother, Mrs. Georgianna Gil 
liland, fifty-seven years old, in a back 
room on the first floor of their home, 
1933 Cooper street, Camden, N. J. 


When the man left the room the 
child summoned her another, Mrs. Ag- 
new Cox, and Mrs. Jennie Batton, an­ 
other boarder, who were sleeping o»i 
the second floor of the house, to take 
care of the unconscious woman, and, 
running into the street, she*got Police­ 
man Pedigree to arrest the slayer. 


The injured woman was hurried in 
an ambulance to the Cooper hospital, 
where she died several minutes after 
admission. 


Greadwell was locked up in the 
Camden city jail, and later the occu­ 
pants of the house, Mrs. Cox and her 
daughter and Mrs. Batton, were ar­ 
rested by the police of that city and 
held as witnesses. 


Following his arrest, Greadwell, ac­ 
cording to the statement made by the 
police, made a full confession of the 
crime. Greadwell said that he had been 
living with Mrs. Gilliland as a boarder 
for thirteen years, and that two years 
ago they were married before a jus­ 
tice of the peace at Audubon, N. J. 


Several weeks ago, he said, he lost 
his position as a steel moulder’s help 
er, and since then he had been drink­ 
ing most of the time. Saturday night, 
he asserts, Mrs. Gilliland 
told him 
that her husband was still alive, and 
unless he would stop his drinking she 
would leave him. 


Hearing this he became angry, he 
told the police, and made up his mind 
to kill the woman and commit suicide. 
When he eft the house Saturday night 
he visited many saloons. 


“I killed the woman with an axe,” 
said the prisoner to Chief of Police 
Gravenor, “because I was jealous of 
her leaving me, and was crazed with 
drink.” 


According to the story told by little 
Samantha Cox, she was awakened at 
three o'clock in the morning by the 
sound of some one entering the house. 
The intruder lighted a lamp and she 
recognized Greadwell, who, seeing the 
child move, told her to be still. 


Going into thé yard, Greadwell pick­ 
ed up a double-bladed axe and rushed 
back into the room before the child 
could awaken her grandmother. Gread­ 
well, she asserts, then shook Mrs. Gil­ 
liland, who staggered to her feet half 
awake. She stood erect, and Greadwell 
wielded the axe* with great force 
against the right ^ide of the woman's 
skull. The sharp blade tore a wide 
gash all the way across her head and 
penetrated deep into her brain.

threw the axe beside her prostrate 
body, after which he leisurely left the 
house and sauntered down the street.

Big Fire 8wer»ps Houston. 


Impelled by a gale that swept. I*» 
with one of the coldest “northers” ol 
the winter, flames swept through the 
eastern section of Houston, Tex. 


At least twenty-five blocks of thi 
city have been destroyed. More than 
250 residences and stores are in ruins. 
Several big manufacturing plants were 
burned. Thousands of persons are now 
homeless. 


The losses are conservatively esti­ 
mated at from $6,000,000 to $10,0o0. 
000. The greater part of this is con 
fined to the lumber and cotton indus­ 
tries. Fifty thousand bales of cotton 
stored in warehouses and compresses 
were burned. This item alone means a 
loss of $2,000,000.

despatch. 


In the bill submitted the commis­ 
sion eliminates the common law doc

Compensation ^ith a general baste of 
an equivalent to one half wa^es is to 
be paid in every case, except where 
the injury or death is caused by the 
wilful intention of the employe to in­ 
jure himself or another, or in case of 
intoxication on duty.

Greadwell 
was 
locked up in the 
Camden city jail, and later the occu- 
pants of the house, Mrs. Cox and her 
daughter and Mrs. Batton, were ar- 
rested by tbe police of that city and 
held as witnesses. 


Following his arrest, Greadwell, ac- 
cording to the statement made by the 
police, made a full confession of the 
crime. Greadwell said that he had been 
living with Mrs. Gilliland as a boarder 
for thirteen years, and that two years 
ago they were married before a jus- 
tice of the peace at Audubon, N. J. 


Several weeks ago, he said» he lost 
bis position as a steel moulder's help 
er, and since then he had been drink- 
ing most of the time. Saturday night» 
he asserts, Mrs. Gilliland 
told bim 
that her husband was still alive, and 
unless he would stop his drinking she 
would leave him. 


Hearing this he became angry, he 
told the police, and made up his mind 
to kill the woman and commit suicide. 
When he eft the house Saturday night 
he visited many saloons. 


"I killed the woman with an axe," 
said the prisoner to Chief of Police 
Oravenor, "because I was jealous of 
her leaving me, and was crazed with 
drink." 


According to the story told by little 
Samantha Cox, she was awakened at 
three o'clock in the morning by the 
sound of some one entering the house. 
The intruder lighted a lamp and she 
recognized Greadwell, who, seeing the 
child move, told her to be still. 


Going into the yard, Greadwell pick- 
ed up a double-bladed axe and rushed 
back into the room before the child 
could awaken her grandmother. Gread- 
well, she asserts, then shook Mrs. Gil- 
liland, who staggered to her feet half 
awake. She stood erect, and Greadwell 
wielded the axe- with great 
force 
against the right ^ide of the woman's 
skull. The sharp blade tore a wldo 
gash all the way across her head and 
penetrated deep Into her brain.

Big Fire 8wef*ps Houston. 


Impelled by a gale that swept In 
with one of the coldest "northoi s" ol 
the winter, flames swept through the 
eastern section of Houston, Tex. 


At least twenty-flve blocks of thi 
city have been destroyed. More than 
250 residences and stores ure In ruins. 
Several big manufacturing plants wero 
burned. ThouHands of persouH are now 
homeless. 


The losses are conservatively esti- 
mated at from $6,000,000 to |10,0o0. 
000. The greater part of this Is con 
fined to the lumber and cotton Indus 
tries. Fifty thousand bales of cotton 
stored In warehouses and compresses 
were burned. This item alone means a 
loss of $2,000,000, 


The fire started in a cottage near 
the Southern Pacific railroad tracks. 
Its origin has not been deflnltely es- 
tablished. A roaring wind picked up 
the flames and hurled thorn to neigh 
boring cottages and boarci^ig houses. 
In a flash 
these 
ignited, spouting 
great colu"- 
-»parks. Seizing these 
the for'^ 
. gdle carried them two 
and three Uocks. Within half an hour 


after the Are started a great area of 
small residences was in flames, 


The flre spread rapidly to manufac- 
turing plants that bordered on cot- 
tages and boarding houses where hun- 
dreds of workingmen lived. It spread 
so rapidly that firemen for the time 
abandoned

e .ergles to 
warning ho'^seholders. Possible loss of 
life was thus averted. 


BURNED WITH TWO CHILDREN

and drastic piece of liability legisla- 
tion yet presented. 


The 
president sets forth ^hat the 
proposed Jaw not only would insure to 
employes of railroads engaged in in- 
terstate commerce quick adjustment 
of their claims for damages, but also 
would relieve the courts of a vast 
amount of work and enable them to 
administer Judicial affairs with greater 
despatch. 


In the bill submitted the commis- 
sion eliminates the common law doc 
trine of negligence with what it char^- 
acterizes as the unjust defenses of as- 
sumption 
of risk, fellow servanti't«

and 
contributory 
negligencc. 
Compensation i^iih a general basis of 
an equivalent to one half ws^es is to 
be paid in every case, except where 
the injury or death is caused by the 
wilful intention of the employe to in- 
jure himself or another, or in case of 
intoxication on duty.
